Voters reject both bonds, 3-1

The “Romulus of the future” died 
a sudden death yesterday as voters 
went to the polls to defeat by nearly 
identical 3-1 margins two bond 
issues totaling $14.1 million. 

The totals were 689-yes to 2394-no 
votes on a proposed $9.1 million road 
paving bond which would have 
raised money to pave every dirt 
road in the city, and 699-yes to 2346- 


no votes on a $5 million recreation 
center construction proposal. 

Richard Campbell, the leader of 
an informal group of citizens known 
as Grassroots which campaigned 
against the bond said the vote was 
“a message to the leaders of the 
city: hold down the taxes in this 
recession.” 

“It proves if a citizen is informed 
of the impact of potential tax issues, 
he will vote for the good of the city,” 


he added, after being informed of 
the election results by The Romulus 
Roman. 

Mayor Terry L. Troutt, who was 
the chief proponent of the two bond 
issues, said the decision was “un- 
fortunate for the citizens, but that 
was their choice. 

“It’s the large taxpayers — the 
ones who would have paid 83 percent 
of the cost of the two proposals — 


who should rejoice,” he said. “It’s 
the people's loss.” 

The bonding proposals went down 
to defeat in every precinct in the city 
and among the absentee voters. 
Some of the negative vote margins 
in individual precincts were as high 
as 9-1 with the narrowest defeat a 2-1 
margin. 

Campbell, who was at home 
awaiting news on the election when 
contacted, said about 12 persons 


worked at the polls in behalf of the 
Grassroots effort. 

Troutt supporters manned every 
polling place. 

The election also brought out open 
opposition to the proposals from two 
mayoral candidates who are run- 
ning against Troutt in the Sept. 2 
primary. 

However, Troutt said that the 
overwhelming defeat was not an 


omen of his upcoming quest for a 
second term as mayor. 

“1 think the economy had a lot to 
do with the defeat,” he added. “I 
admit it has some effect on the 
campaign, but it isn’t that drastic. 

“The main thing is that we 
proposed a program to the people, 
and they turned it down. 

“It’s up to us now to work within 
the limits of services set by the 
voters.”

services for its people to that of 
the City of Dearborn, with ad- 
minishing tax rate because of 
our industrial potential.

Although it may cost local com- 
munities as much as $85,000 per year 
for the next 15 years to build a new 
34th District Court building, 
members of a special committee 
assigned to finding a site for the new 
facility are trying to get off without 
paying land costs. 

A special 3-man committee 
comprised of Belleville Mayor Ellis 
Amerman, Huron Township 
Supervisor George Moore and Van 
Buren Township Supervisor G. Elton 
Gollwitzer met Friday to discuss the 
possibility of finding land for a new 
court from surplus owned by some 
government agency. 

“We’re looking for land near the 
population center of the 34th 
District,” Gollwitzer said. “That 
would place it along Hannan Road or 
Huron River Drive near the ex- 
pressway. 

“But we’ll settle for a different 
location if there is land available for 
the right price.” 

In addition to the three com- 
munities represented on the search 
committee, the 34th District in- 
cludes the City of Romulus and 
Sumpter Township. 

The inclusion of three townships in 
the district is the reason the search 
committee is seeking free land, 
according to Gollwitzer. 

“Townships have difficulty 
enough finding money to serve the 
citizens, without getting too ex- 
travagant with building a court,” 
Gollwitzer said. “So, we’re out to cut 
costs wherever we can .” 

Gollwitzer added that another 
criterion for the search committee is 
that the land lies in an area where 


the architecture isn’t too rich for the 
five communities’ construction 
coffer. 

“If we had to match the ar- 
chitecture of the Romulus Civic 
Center, it would be difficult,” 
Gollwitzer said. “There just isn’t 
enough money available. 

“But if a building were built for 
utility, with an eye toward at- 
tractiveness without going into high 
cost for architecture, it would be 
ideal.” 

Plans proposed for the con- 
struction of the court call for about 
an $85,000 yearly cost to be shared

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by the five communities along with 
the Wayne County Road Com- 
mission during a 15-year mortgage 
period. 

But the means for sharing the cost 
is up in the air as yet. 

Most communities have proposed 
that payments be made into the 
court on a ‘‘use basis” where each 
community pays back its share of 
fines to the courts based on the 
amount of time that community 
uses the court prior to each 
payment 

However, the Belleville contingent 
to the court committee has proposed 
that the capital expenditures for the 
court — the cost of the building — be 
based on a state equalized value 
basis, with each community paying 
its share of the cost for operating the 
court based on the use basis. 

Under the use plan, Romulus 
would pay 41 7 percent of the court 
construction, while Van Buren 
would pay 20.2 percent of the cost, 
Huron would cover 12.3 percent of 
the cost, Belleville would cover 12.2 
percent of the cost, Sumpter would 
have 7 9 percent of the cost and the 
Wayne County Road Commission, 
which operates Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport, would cover the rest at the 
cost 

Under the state equalized value 
plan proposed by Belleville, the 
Road Commission’s share would be 
up in the air, but the remaining 
communities would split the cost 
with Romulus picking up ap- 
proximately 50 percent. Van Buren 
Township 27 percent, Huron 
Township 10 percent, Sumpter 
Township 8 percent and Belleville 
approximately 4 percent

Police arrest persons

Welcome President 


The following editorial was 
published in the Berlin 
edition of "welt am sonntag" 
(The World on Sunday) by 
Ernst Cramer. 

Welcome Mr. President: 
Welcome to Germany, 
Gerald Ford. Your stay in 
Bonn is a stage on the 
journey to Helsinki. There 
you will be signing a new 
Europe charter. Con- 
sequently your visit almost 
automatically recalls the 
days of Potsdam exactly 30 
years ago. 

At that time Harry 
Truman signed a document 
which was to mark the end of 
the second world war in 
Europe. There was talk in it 
of punishing the guilty, but 
also of humanity and the 
creation of democratic 
conditions in East and West. 


Truman signed this 
agreement in good faith. But 
soon he saw that his co- 
signator Stalin interpreted 
the protocols quite dif- 
ferently from what the spirit 
and the letter of the 
agreement implied. You too, 
Mr. President, will sign in 
good faith. But you, too, will 
be duped, you and all the 
other representatives of free 
countries who sign in 
Helsinki. 

Molotow first threw the 
project of a "conference for 
security and cooperation" 
into the international debate 
in January 1954, at the 
meeting of the foreign 
ministers in Berlin. Since 
then the Soviets, despite 
many changes in the per- 
sonalities involved, have 
pursued this aim with ad- 
mirable persistence. For the 


Kremlin Helsinki is the de 
facto ratification of all its 
conquests in the war and 
since the war. 

Solzhenitsyn calls it the 
recognition of the en- 
slavement of eastern 
Europe. If Potsdam all was 
left open, now even the 
Brezhnev doctrine is in- 
ternationally sealed — which 
is how the East Bloc 
propaganda will exploit the 
signatures of Helsinki. 

But this still is not enough. 
Quite unlike the west, the 
Soviets — agreement or no 
agreement — reserve the 
right to continue their ac- 
tivities in the countries of 
Europe which still are free. 

Portugal is an acute 
example. An example for 
longer-term plans is again 
and again Berlin, where, 
scarcely by chance, the 
fundamental rights of the 
western powers to be there 
are at this very time being 
called into doubt on the most 
various levels. The most 
recent target on propaganda 
is the free access to Berlin 
over the allied air corridors. 

In spite of all: Welcome, 
Mr. President. Today the 
Germans count among 
America's staunchest 
friends throughout the world. 
You - can have more con- 
fidence in that than in 
Brezhnev's signature in 
Helsinki. 


Enterprise -Roman 
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Why is the interest rate so shockingly high? 


Applied for loan lately? If so, you 
probably were shocked by the size of 
interest rates. 

What can be done to get the rates 
down? Well, there are two schools of 
thought on that. One group says the 
answer is to print more money. The 
other group says the answer is to 
print less money. 

The reason for this slight 
divergence of opinion is that money 
probably is the only commodity 
which can increase in cost both when 
there’s less of it and when there’s 
more of it. 

By now, you’re probably as 


confused as the typical 
congressman. Read on, and Til try 
to untangle things. 

It’s easy to understand why in- 
terest rates go up when money is 
scarce, or tight. When borrowers 
want more money than lenders are 
willing to part with at a given in- 
terest rate, then some borrowers 
will offer to pay a higher rate to get 
what they need. By this process, the 
price of money — its interest rate — 
is bid up, just like an auction. 

When the cost of borrowing money 
goes up, less of it is borrowed. 
People put off buying new cars or 


houses or appliances. Businessmen 
put off expansion plans. The 
economy slows down. 

Since an economic slowdown 
usually causes unemployment, tight 
money is politically unpopular. 
Whenever interest rates go up far 
enough to pinch, there are calls in 
Congress for the Federal Reserve 
System to ease up and make more 
money available (that is, create new 
money). In theory, such an increase 
in the money supply should bring 
down the interest rate. But that 
theory hasn’t been working very 
well in practice lately, because of 
inflation. 

Understanding the relationship 
between inflation and interest rates 
is important for all of us today — 
especially those in Congress. 

This relationship is not at all 
difficult to see if you put yourself in 
the place of the lender: Suppose 
your brother-in-law wants to borrow 
$100 from you for one year, at a 
simple interest rate of 5 percent. At 
the end of the year, you would hope 
to get back your original $100, plus 
an extra $5 for your service to the 
borrower. 

But, wait a minute. If inflation for 
that year is 10 percent, than the $100 
you get back will no longer be worth 
$100 in terms of what it will buy — it 
will be worth $90. So, even with the 
extra $5 in interest, you still will 
have lost $5 50 on the deal. (The $5 in 
interest also has depreciated to 
$4.50). 

How long would you be willing to 
go on making loans on that basis? 
Not long, I’ll bet What you’d do is 
add an inflation premium to the 
interest rate, to compensate you for 
what you expect to lose. In the case 
of our example, if you wanted to 
make 5 percent in real terms, you’d 
have to charge the borrower 15 
percent. And that, my friends, is 
how irflation raises interest rates. 

(Interest rates also vary with the 
degree of risk foreseen by the len-

The 76-part series includes topics which 
contributed to the shaping and direction of the State of 
Michigan. The impact which this series is certain to have 
will provide a legacy for future generations of readers as 
they look back on what we did to celebrate the Bicen- 
tennial in Michigan, according to the Michigan Revolution 
Bicentennial Commission. The series is being prepared by 
the commission. 

JACKSON (JULY 6, 1854) — A new political coalition 
calling itself the Republican Party was established here 
today, illustrating conclusively the power of anti-slavery 
feeling in Michigan. 

About 1,500 influential citizens from a variety of parties 
and factions — Free Democrats, Free Soilers, Whigs and 
others — gathered here for the birth of the new party. 

Despite their differences of opinion in the past, all were 
held together by a common threat — opposition to slavery 
and its spread elsewhere in the nation. 

The turnout was so enormous that it was impossible to hold 
the convention indoors. 

Temporary chairman Levi Baxter of Jonesville, after 
convening the meeting in one of Jackson's largest halls, 
called for a recess and the convention was moved to a place 
called "Morgan's Forty" on Jackson's outskirts. There a 
platform hastily was built in a grove of oak trees and the 
convention reassembled. 

The convention adopted a platform articulating the new 
party's opposition to the practice of slavery and concluded its 
business with the nomination of candidates for state office. 

Kinsley S. Bingham of Livingston was nominated to head 
the ticket as the party's candidate for governor. 

Bingham previously had been the Free Democrat's can- 
didate, but that party withdrew its ticket Feb. 22 to support 
the new party. 

Political observers here feel the future of the new 
Republican Party is uncertain, principally because it seems 
narrowly based on the single issue of anti-slavery. 

However, many prominent Michigan citizens were in- 
volved in today's convention. 

The party's survival appears to be dependent on how 
strong the anti-slavery feeling is among the citizens 


der. Your brother-in-law might have 
to pay a higher rate than General 
Motors.

So what’s wrong with the fed 
expanding the money supply to 
lower interest rates? Well, by now 


most of us know that inflation is 
caused when the money supply 
increases faster than the supply of 
goods and services. When the fed 
creates a lot of new money to ease 
interest rates, it also aggravates 
inflation. And inflation raises in- 
terest rates. That’s the trap. 

As Treasury Secretary William 
Simon said early this year: “Each 
time we lose a bout with inflation, 
interest rates are ratchetted higher. 
In 1966 rates on long-term corporate 
bonds peaked at a little over 6 
percent, in 1970 they reached almost 
10 percent, and last year the high 
was 12 percent.” 

If the credit needs of the federal 
government were not so great, there 
would be more money available at 
lower rates for private borrowers — 
without the need to print worthless 
dollars to satisfy the demand 

For all of us, that’s a matter of 
great interest.

The implications of the 
new 1975 Consumer 
Product Warranty Law 
upon all businesses of- 
fering “warranties” or 
“guarantees’* will be the 
topic of a day-long seminar 
Thursday, sponsored by 
the Better Business Bureau 
of Metropolitan Detroit 
(BBB-Detroit).

service, community affairs 
and legal departments of 
firms offering warranties. 

Some of the questions 
already raised concerning 
the law involve the wording 
of “full warranties” and 
“limited warranties.” 
According to the law, 
retailers will be required to 
have available to any 
customer copies of 
warranties for any item 
covered, and written in 
clear, easily understood 
language. These 
warranties must be 
available before the pur- 
chase. The implications for 
department stores which 
carry thousands of items, 
many covered by 
warranty, are potentially 
staggering. 

The inclusion of a “third 
party informal dispute 
settlement mechanism” 
section in the law raises 
additional questions 
regarding pre-sale 
agreements to handle 
disputes arising after the 
sale. 

While the new law does 
not require companies to 
offer warranties or 
guarantees on their 
products, it does regulate 
the presentation of the 
terms of such warranties, 
if the company chooses to 
offer them.

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Attract federal money 


Legislation would fill mass transit gap

The Michigan 
Legislature has moved to 
plug the transportation gap 
created by the voters 
defeat of a proposed $1.1 
billion mass transportation 
package last year. 

Both houses of the 
Legislature have approved 
a $175 million bonding 
program to finance new 
mass transit plans — 
particularly in 
southeastern Michigan — 
and to help faltering rail 
lines maintain their 
trackage. 

Plans for the funds, if 
Gov. William G. Milliken 
approves the bonding 
proposals, call for work to 
begin on the Southeastern 
Michigan Transportation 
Authority (SEMTA) 1990 
transportation pldh. That 
plan calls for construction 
of a major transportation 
corridor on Michigan 
Avenue into Western 
Wayne County. 

Fully 60 percent of the 
funds can be spent by 
SEMTA not only on rapid 
transit systems, but also on 
commuter rail systems, 
bus systems and small 
mini-bus transportation 
schemes. 

Westland and Wayne 
already benefit from a 
SEMTA-backed mini-bus 
set-up, organized by the 
Nankin Transit Authority 
and administered by 
Westland. 

According to proponents 
of the bill, including its 
sponsor, State. Sen. David 
A. Plawecki (D-12th 
District), the funds not only 
will “buy” badly needed 
mass transportation 
equipment and systems, 
but also will be used to 
obtain nearly four times its 
amount in federal mat- 
ching grants. 

State Sen. William Faust 
(D-13th District), said the 
plan not only will give 
“badly needed tran- 
sportation to senior citizens 
and youngsters while 
alleviating some of the 
need for automobile 
transportation in the 
future,” but that it also 
would “bring job op- 
portunities to an area of the 
county and state where the 
economic crunch has hit 
hardest.” 

Plawecki said he had 
proposed the bill because 
“the need for public 
transportation did not 
diminish with the defeat of 
the ballot proposal.” 

“Indeed, the rising price 
of gasoline and the 
proposed abandonment of 
many thousands of miles of 
Michigan rail trackage 
/ 


have made the need more 
pressing,” he added. 
“However, budgetary 
constraints facing the state 
as a result of a prolonged 
recession have made it 
necessary to look for new 
methods of financing 
public transportation in 
Michigan.” 

Local officials are 
hoping the funds at least 
can be used to start work 


on some hoped-for im- 
provements f rom 
SEMTA, including a rapid 
transit system to Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport in 
Romulus from a stop 
somewhere along the Penn 
Central Railroad Line in 
Inkster, Westland and 
Wayne and the establish- 
ment of a commuter ser- 
vice a long the Penn Central 
line.

Restraints on the bill, 
designed to insure that 
funds are spent equitably 
throughout Michigan, 
specify that no more than 
60 percent of the bond 
proceeds may go to any one 
transportation authority, 
such as SEMTA, and that 
no more than 15 percent of 
the proceeds may go to any 
municipal transit 
operation, such as Detroit’s 
DSR bus line. 

Plans call for the bond 
money, which will be paid 
back from the ^-cent 
transit tax on gasoline in 
the state, to be used as half 
of the 20 percent of local 
matching funds for federal 
grants for aid to tran- 
sportation. 

It means local com- 
munities which qualify for 
federal funds, but need 
matching funds to obtain 
the money, pay only 10 
percent of the cost of the 
program. 

The bond funds would 
triple yearly transit 


allocations for the next 
three fiscal years, under 
the proposal, but after that 
time a majority of the 
funds which had been spent 
to subsidize transportation 
services in the past would

Keith: Strike bill better than nothing

The legislator who led a 
task force toward finding a 
teacher strike bill, which 
would preserve children’s 
educational opportunities 
each year, may not be 
happy with what the 
Legisla ture ha s pa ssed , bu t 
thinks the proposal is 
better than nothing at all. 

William R. Keith (D-33rd 
District), said the bill, now 
on Gov. William G. 
Milliken’s desk, “gives 
children and parents in the 
state a basis for hope to 
alleviate most of the 
problems of teacher 
strikes.’' 

Keith added that the 
arguments over whether 
teachers should suffer 
more economic penalties 
than losing two weeks of 
pay for striking a total of 
four weeks “is a vendetta 
between the governor and 
organized labor that has 
caused both sides to lose 
sight of the benefits of the 
bill.” 

‘‘What the bill does is 
provide a timetable for 
negotiations, gives the 
courts power to order 
binding arbitration and 
guarantees children 170 
days of education at a 
minimum with holidays 
and vacations left intact,” 
Keith said. "That’s a better 
set-up than children in 
Garden City and Crestwood 
had last year, when they 
-got-DTffy 150 days of in- 
struction and suffered 
delays in their education 
because of teacher 
strikes.” 

The representative, who 
comes from Garden City, 
and was close to the strike 
situation in that com- 
munity last year, added: 
‘‘The bill is the best that 
will come out of the 
Legislature for some time, 
because the Legislature 
won’t go for all the suf- 
fering it went through 
during the past session in 
the next couple of years.” 

Keith said the major 
concern of voters in his 
district results from a 
misunderstanding created 
by the news media which 
led voters to believe 
teachers could be paid for 
striking two weeks. 

"That isn’t the intent of 
thebill,” he continued. "No 
one gets paid for striking. 

"What the two week pay 
provision means is that 
there is leeway in the 
timetables which allows 
flexibility enough for the 
school year to be extended 
by two weeks — until June 
18 — providing children 
with a full 180 days of in- 
struction on a slightly 
elongated school year. 

"The teachers still will 
work, and the kids will 
have to go a little longer, 
but it won’t be like the J uly 
1 closing dates seen in 
some school districts. 

"Under the provisions of 
the bill, school must open 
by the end of September 
and can go no longer than 
June 18.

The full names and addresses of the 
owner, lessee, applicant, and of the responsible of- 
ficers, if the owner or lessee is a corporate body, shall 
be stated in the application. The applicant, if other 
than the owner, must show that he has a valid 
residential builder’s or residential maintenance and 
alteration contractor’s license or is a licensed new or 
used mobile home dealer.

Everyone knows that last 
week’s hot weather isn’t 
the last they'll see, or live 
through, this summer. And 
for some Western Wayne 
County residents, sur- 
viving the mid-90-degree 
weather was at best trying. 

The greatest trait of 
people suffering under hot 
weather is a dread for 
cooking. Who wants to heat 
up a hot house even more 
for a meal no one really 
will enjoy. 

But with a little magic in 
the kitchen and a nice 
charcoal or gas fire, 
homemakers can rustle up 


Try these recipes

Don 't let grilling scare 


If you’re uncertain about 
using a grill as a “kitchen 
appliance" during the 
summer months, 
remember one thing: 
Cooking time depends on 
the parts you’re using. The 
smaller the parts, the 
shorter the time it takes to 
cook them. 

Pertaining to chicken, 
the National Broiler 
Council advises allowing 45 
minutes iy 4 hours total 
cooking i lie, depending on 
the weig* t of the chicken 
and distance from heat 
(generally 3 to 6 inches). 
To test for doneness, the 
leg should twist easily out 
of thigh joint and if pierced 
with a fork juices should 
run clear. 

Place the bone or rib- 
cage side of chicken down 
on the grill next to the heat 
and the bones will help act 
as insulators to prevent the 
chicken from cooking too 
fast. If you’re using a sauce 
with a tomato base, don’t 
start basting until chicken 
is almost done so it won’t 
be overly brown. If an oil 
base sauce is used, baste 
during the entire cooking 
process. 

Turn chicken oc- 
casionally while cooking. 

Cooking outdoors whets 
the appetite; allow a half 
broiler-fryer per person. If 
any is left over, just freeze 
the chicken to re-heat and 
serve later. 

Now that you know some 
of the dos and don’ts of 
outdoor cooking, try these 
main dish tempters: 

I ROAST LEG OF LAMB 

Lamb traditionally is 
served well done in 
American — cooked to an 
internal temperature of 170 
degrees as measured by a 
roast meat thermometer. 
Many diners now, however, 
are following the lead of 
gourmet cooks who prefer 
their lamb medium or rare. 

A boneless leg of lamb is 
a fine choice for the 
rotisserie. It’s a bit more 
tricky to balance a bone-in 
leg on the rod, but it can be 
done. Check balance by 
rotating in the palms of 
hands. 

Reba Staggs, home 
economist of the National 
Live Stock and Meat 
Board, recommends that 
lamb be roasted at a 


marmalade, 4 tablespoons 
minced onion, V 4 cup fresh 
lemon juice and 2 
teaspoons dry mustard. 
Turn occasionally and 
continue basting with the 
glaze every 10 minutes or 
until the chicken is tender. 

Add baked potatos, 
cooked on the grill, some 
fresh com and a cool drink, 
and it’s one sure way to 
beat the heat. 

Another way is a late 
evening dinner on a patio. 
Choose a time, like sunset, 
and plan your meal to be 
served as the sun and its 
accompanying heat bid a 
quick retreat. It’s a fun 
way to enjoy your dinner 
and a way of getting back 
to nature. But don’t forget 
the bug bomb. They like to 
eat, too. 

All in all, a little 
imagination and a 
backyard grill can be the 
pathway to a summer full 
of cool and exotic dinner 
delights. Try it, and beat 
the heat.

Melt butter; blend in 
lemon juice and salad 
dressing mix.

NOTE : If chicken seems 
to be cooking too fast, move 
grill further from coals or 
spray a little water on coals 
to lower heat.
